will consist of 38G members, a major- 
ity of which is 194. 


The 13 southern states, not counting 


West Virginia, but including Missouri, 
have 125 representatives. The Demo- 
crats have carried 
11G of these dis- 


tiicts and the Republicans probably 
five, two in Tennessee, one in Ken- 
tucky and two in Missouri, with two 
in North Carolina, one in Virginia and 
one in Alabama 
doubtful, according 


to the latest returns.

The latest returns indicate that this 
strength has been held, with the ex- 
ception of one seat from Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Nevada, and as to these 
states the returns at this hour are not 
conclusive. Adding 49 to 116 gives 
the Democrats 165.

In the middle of the Colorado desert, 


R little to the north of the Mexican 
border and 204 feet below the level of 
the sea, lies a field of crystallized salt 
more than a thousand acres in extent, 
presenting a surface as white as snow 
and beneath the noonday glare of the 
kun so dazzling that the naked eye 
cannot.stand its radiance. It stretches 
away for niiit-s and miles about Salton, 
Colo., an oceau of blazing, blistering 
white. 


Here daily throughout the year men 


are at work overturning the great de- 
posit with niassue plows and scrapers 
getting it into great piles preliminary 
to putting it thiough the refining proc- 
ess. The salt plows used to secure the 
harvest are great four wheeled imple- 
ments driven by steam and managed 
by two men. The salt crust is thrown 
up in parallel ridges; then laborers 
with hoes work it to and fro .in the 
water, washing out the dirt prelim- 
inary to stacking it in inouuds to be 
taken to the mill. 


Salt springs in adjacent foothills arc 


constantly contributing to the deposit, 
and so heavily laden are they with al- 
most pure salt that the plow has hardly 
passed on before a new crust has 
formed In the furrow left. This fact 
renders it unnecessary to operate more 
than a small portion of the vast de- 
posit

which lighted up Madison Square Gar- 
dun and al) Minoundiug buildings,. The 
entire contents of the boxes and bar- 
i els hau beun exploded. 


Twelve men who were in charge of 


the fireworks display were 
arrested 


.soon after the explosion and taken to 
police headquarters. With the excep- 
t'on of those who were densely mass- 
ed directly about the scene of the dis- 
aster few realized what had occurred. 
Over in 'Broadway, where the streets 
were choked with the great crowds 
which stood watching the bulletins 
from in front of the Hoffman House 
and the Fifth Avenue Hotel it 
was 


supposed that the explosion was a cli- 
max to the^vening's performance. In 
that vicinity horns were blowing as 
lively as eVer, and thousands were 
cheering the election returns, while 
only a stone's throw away, in Madison 
avenue, men and boys lay dead and 
dying, while policemen were making 
efforts to break their way through the 
crowd ia,order to send in calls for am- 
bulances from the several hospitals. 


Among the first to recover their self- 


possession were the policemen station- 
ed directly about the space which had 
been kept open at the street corner. 
As the crowd, now thoroughly panic 
stricken, made efforts to escape east- 
ward through 
Twenty-fourth street 


and across Madison square, the police- 
men ran to the aid of the injured. Six- 
teen persons were found lying either 
dead or unconscious immediately about 
tae scene of the explosion. 


One of the first who was found to 


have bc-en killed was Policeman Den 
nis Shea, who was found to have had 
his right leg almost blown off at the 
knee. He was conscious when a. po- 
liceman approached him, and moaned, 
"For God's sake, find my wife; sne is 
standing near the second electric ligJit 
pole from here and she is alone in tne 
city.-" 


On the northeast corner of Twenty- 


fourth street 
and Madison a.venue 


stands the handsome brownstone resi- 
dence occupied by David Wolfe Bish- 
op. On its broad stone steps, huddled 
together, lay the bodies of three boys, 
apparently about 14 or 15 years old. 
They had been hurled taere from their 
elevated position in the crowd close 
by the spot where the fireworks were 
being set off. All of them were shock- 
ingly mangled anu were apparently 
killed instantly. 


'Scattered along the asphalt of Mad- 


ison avenue lay several other bodies, 
while nearly a score of the injured, 
many of whom were terribly burned 
and cut, were moaning piteously for 
help. George Lambau. of ^o. 288 East 
Houston street, was frightfully injured 
and unconscious. 
His left hand and 


one leg were mangled 
and he was 


burned on one side. 


Policeman Dennis McGee. also of the 


Fourth Precinct, had a leg shattered, 
and was among the first taken to one 
of the hospitals. Policeman Michael 
Reagan was another who sustained 
serious injuries about the back 
and 


shoulders. 


Of the boys who were killed the first 


to be identified was said to be Wm. 
G. Fennj-. 12 years old. 


Hurry calls to police headquarters 


and to Bellevue. Flower. Roosevelt and 
Xew York hospitals soon brought am- 
ibulances. 


As the ambulances and patrol wag- 


ons arrived tender hands assisted the 
police to lift their helpless burdens. 
So urgent was the need of immediate 
transportation for the inrjued that it 
was necessary to leave the dead 3ying 
almost where they fell for 
half an 


hour or more after the accident oc- 
curred. 


Many of those not severely injured 


were assisted away by friends 
and 


were taken either to their homes or 
jto neighboring drugstores for sacl 
treatment as their slight wounds re- 
ouired. The force of the

then feed in individual puns. Give lit- 
tle medicine and plenty of exercise, 
and you will then have strong, healthy 
dogs. An hour's run every day in the 
year in the fields and woods, weather 
permittiuir. is essential to good health-

is of Little Benefit Unless it is Di- 


gested. 


Nearly every one will admit that 


as a nation, we eat tco much meat 
and too little of vegetables and the 
grains. 


For business men, office men an^ 


r-lerlvs. and in fact everyone engaged 
in sedentary or indoor occupations, 
grains, inilk and vegetables are much 
more healthful. 


Oniy men, engaged in a severe out- 


door manual labor can live on a heavy 
meat diet and continue in health. 


As a general rule, meat once a day 


is sufficient for all classes of men. 
women and children, and grains, frr.it" 
and vegetables should constitute the 
bulk of food eaten. 


But many of the most mitricioas 


foods are difficult of digestion and it 
is of no use to advise brain workers 
to eat largely of grains and vegetables 
where the digestion is too weak to 
assimilate them properly.

When browned, add cup of hot 
water, cover and simmer half an hour. 
Then take out chicken and put on 
plate in warming oven. Have ready a 
bowl of rice cooked in the following 
manner: One cupful of r'ce washed in 
several waters, the more the better. 
When well washed, pour o'ver it tv."o 
quarts of hissing hot water, add a tea- 
spoonful of pure sweet lard and two 
tcaspoonfuls of salt Let it boil rapid- 
ly for fifteen minutes or until tender; 
some rice takes a few minutes longer. 
Stir but once, and when perfectly ten- 
car drain at once through a coarse 
sieve, put into the frying pan which 
the liquid chicken has simmered in, j 
add two tomatoes (canned or fresh) i 
chopped fine and a chili pepper, also 
chopped fine, less all together lightly 
with a fork. Pile in the center of plat- 
ter and lay around it the pieces of 
fried chicken. Garnish with parsley.— 
llural New Yorker.

Eagle That Attacked a Schoolteach- 


er Strangled Iii Her Wheel. 


Attacked by an eagle while riding 


near the Connecticut state line the 
other day, 'Miss Annie Cassidy owes 
her escape from serious injury and 
perhaps death to her bicycle, says a 
dispatch from Pittsfleld to the Boston 
Globe. As it is, she was bruised and 
shocked, but no serious results are 
feared. 


Miss Cassidy is a young and pretty 


schoolteacher in Sheffield and, as the 
school building is some distance from 
her boarding place, she uses her wheel 
to rida to and fro. 


While on a lonely road through tne 


mountains she heard the swish of 
wings and the next instant a large 
eagle swooped upon her. 


Miss Cassidy .was thrown from her 


wheel, but the ieagle was unable to 
follow up its attack, as its talons wene 
caught in ihe revolving rear wheel cf 
the bicycle and it was unable to reach 
its victim. 
In Its struggles to free 


itself the cngle's 'bwic! and neck were 
caught in the chain and the huge bird 
slowly strangled to death, while Miss 
Cassidy. overcome by surprise and 
fright and unable to rise, watched its 
struggles. 


It was some tJme_ before she recov- 


ered sufficiently to " extricate herself 
and the eagle from the wbccL Then 
she tied the dead bird to the handle 
bars and rod? triumphantly to the vil- 
lage. 
This is the first instance in 


Berkshire county where an eagle has 
attacked a person. 


Belief and Rise c£ tlie Enochitcs In 


Zarizyu. 


A new religious sect has arisen in the 


government of Zarizyn, and so the Rus- 
sian authorities have begun to take en- 
ergetic steps to check its progress, 
writes the St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the New York Times. The followers 
of the sect call themselves Enoehites. 
Through their disciples they dissem- 
inate among -the peasants a 'terrible 
fear of the approaching end of the 
world. 


As signs of universal calamity they 


adduce all the latter day manifesta- 
tions such as railways, telegraphs and 
telephones. They declare that in every 
gramophone sit several little devils and 
one large devil on the top. They affirm 
that the prophet Elijah has again ap- 
peared on the earth and lives in the 
form of Father John of Kronstadt, near 
St Petersburg. The agents of the anti- 
christ imprint their seal upon men, 
though not upon the body, but upon 
a paper which they must carry with 
them and which is called their pass. 


Finally the Encchites teach that the 


prophet Enoch is already upon the 
earth, though as yet he has not been 
seen by anybody. As soon as hs has 
appeared to his disciples the world will 
be deolroyed. So far as the Enoehites 
are able to see, but two years yet re- 
main before the destruction of the 
world. 


In order to check the pernicious activ- 


ity of the sect the government has dis- 
patched forty Russian traveling- priests 
to the government of Zarizyn.

SEISMIC DISTURBANCES. 


•clentlntii Pouted Over the S 


Activity of Volcanic Fore-fa. 


A recent editorial In the New York 


World states that up to Saturday, Oct. 
25, there were forty-five distinct earth- 
quake shocks at San Cristobal. Mexico. 
Changes were observed in the shape of 
the San Juan mountain, and loud and 
•jrolonp;ed subterranean noises 
have 


teen heard frequently of late in that 
district, and showers of ashes fell on 
IJunday, Oct. 20. A wide area in south- 
ern Mexico is almost hourly shaken bj 
earthquakes or volcanic explosions, and 
telegraphic communication with the 
disturbed areas is interrupted. 


Of itself the news of these earth- 


quakings and volcanic action in Mexi- 
co Is not surprising. Taken in connec- 
tion, however, with similar recent phe- 
nomena elsewhere at widely separated 
points on the globe, they constitute a 
record of seismic disturbance which is 
impressive and puzzling even to those 
scientists who'have made a study of 
the subject. 


To speak oily of comparatively re- 


cent happenings since the terrible erup- 
tions of Mounts Pelee and Soufricre 
last May startled the world, there are 
the great landslide, supposed to be due 
to an earthquake, in Transcaucasia 
Aug. 
17 and earthquakes about the 


same date along the coast of Alaska. 
About tbe middle of September there 
was another grand series of phenome- 
na, volcanoes in the Philippines show- 
ing activity and a wonderful electric 
storm on the coast of Colombia, when 
"the whole sea and sky were a mass of 
fire," the phenomena continuing for 
fifteen days. About the same time the 
great crater of Kilauea, in the Hawaii- 
an Islands, increased in activity, col- 
umns of smoke issued from Mount Cop- 
peras, near Bninbridge. O., and five 
craters were reported blowing in Gua- 
temala. A week later and Stromboli, 
"the lighthouse of the Mediterranean," 
was in 
violent eruption. 
Vesuvius 


showed signs of eruption, and severe 
earthquake shocks were felt in Central 
America. Sept. 22 the island of Guam 
had ISO earthquake shocks in a day, 
and Oct 9 Texas had several slight 
shocks. 


These are not a complete list of vol- 


canic phenomena even for the past 
month or six weeks, but they are suffi- 
cient to show that mighty forces are at 
work under the earth's surface and 
that for some reason these are specially 
active at the present time.

A new type of ducking boat will be 


seen on the Susquehanna flats and tbe 
other Maryland waters this season, 
says a Baltimore dispatch to the Phil- 
adelphia Record. 
Several of these 


craft are being completed in the yards 
of a Baltimore firm. • Two -are dupli- 
cates of the famous racing boat Wil- 
liam H. Niemeyer, and the third Is of 
another pattern. The two boats of the 
Niemeyer pattern are owned by Mr. 
Lemmert and Mr. Finney of Belair. 
and the third is owned by White & 
Middleton. 
All are houseboats de- 


signed for hunting and ducking espe- 
cially. 
» 


The Niemeyer model boats are thir- 


ty-six feet long and eight feet beam. 
Excepting a small deck forward and 
a cockpit aft they are housed with a 
low house designed not to be obtrusive 
and to give the boat a maximum sea- 
worthiness and comfort 


In the forward end of the roof of the 


house is a companionway slide, de- 
signed to give the gunner a good 
chance at the feathery game. 
The 


house is also so low that the men In 
the cockpit can shoot over it The In- 
terior of the house is fitted with 
berths. The little vessels have enough 
engine power to drive them against 
heavy wind and to tow the sink boxes. 


It is-believed that this style of pow- 


er propelled dockboat will become pop- 
ular in the future. Its builders point 
out the many excellences of the model 
and insist that it is the best all around 
style of gunning craft ever designed.
